T h e D iffer en ce in C u stom s R ece ip ts C d. 
d er th e B iH s In tro d u ced . 
W ash in g to íí, Ja n e 22d.—Statem ents of the 
effects upon custom s receipts by the provisions 
ol the tariff bill as reported by the Senate F i­ 
nance Com m ittee have been com pleted. These 
show th a t th e am ount o f duties collected in 
J8S9 upon th e im portation of all articles m ade 
dutiable in the House bill, and the am endm ents 
proposed by the Senate, assessed under th e ex ­ 
isting laws, was *161,408,84“». 
The duties esti­ 
m ated under th e House bill am ount to S206.249,- 
977, and under the am endm ents by the Senate. 
S’201,689,997. 
The equivalent ad valorem rate 
under th e House bill is 50.80 per cent, and u n ­ 
der the Senate bill 51.97 p er cent. 
The reduction in revenue by th e transfer of 
articles to the free list, in th e House bill. In 
eluding 510,327,878 reduction in internal reve­ 
nue taxes stricken out by the Senate Finance 
Com m ittee, is estim ated a t Í71.M4.774. By the 
transfer of articles on th e free list in th e Senate 
bill the reduction in revenue is estim ated at 
too,599,m 
These tables are prepared upon the plan and 
theory usually foLowed. 
The estim ates are 
l*rge, conjectural, and m ore or less unreliable 
an a m isleading. They are based upon th e as­ 
sum ption th at if the bill should becom e a law 
m erchandise of like quantity and values would 
be im ported, as was im ported during the fiscal 
year 1889. This basis can only be accepted as 
reliable w here changes in th e "r.tes are not of 
such a character as to necessarily cause an in­ 
crease or dim inish in im portations. 
The deduction above Riven of 871,034,774 by 
th e House bill, and f60,5>.i9,343 by th e Senate, 
appear to be certain, but if the Im ports should 
be the sam e os last year, under the new rates

A vessel w eigh­ 
ing ninety tons m ust thus pay $90, no m a tttr 
how m uch or how little b ait is needed. As 
modified, Am erican vessels m ay procure a li­ 
cense of $1 a barrel for as m any barrels, not e x ­ 
ceeding forty, as m ay be required, w ith the 
privilege of entering as often as they pleased. 
Though this rate is high, th e arrangem ent is 
m uch better thon the old one, and is better th an 
the m odus vivendi w ith Caanda.

P a r is , June 22d —The announcem ent th at the 
French G overnm ent w ill w ithdraw its ancient 
subsidy to the Sevres works, Rnd th at the 
fam ous porcelain factor}-, including the stock 
in hand, including the trade-m ark, w ill pass 
iuto the hands oi ,an English com pany, has 
aroused a storm of indignation from the press 
for w hat is called the abandonm ent to foreign­ 
ers of one of the glories of France. 
Never before was such a thing dream ed of 
Emperors, Presidents, even the directoty and 
the revolution, have hitherto religiously re­ 
spected aud m aintained this establishm ent 
The Sevres m anufactory has ranked w ith the 
Gobelin works, the Beauvis, the Louvre aud 
the T heater Fraucais in the artistic glory of 
France. 
There ¡9 some sense, but m ore m ere sentim ent 
in all this. 
Undoubtedly the Sevresjware of the 
last century, and especially th at ot the Pom pa­ 
dour and Dubarrv period, ranked as the most 
exquisite porcelain in the world, but ot late 
years it has sadly declined in favor and in 
value. The factories of England Italy, H un­ 
gary and Germ any now tu rn out superior ware 
and are crow ding the S etres out of the m arkets 
of the world. 
At the last tw o international expositions in 
this city 1-renchmen hung their heads iu sham e 
to see the sorry display of Sevres com pletely 
eclipsed by the exhibits of foreigu potterv, For 
corural r t.arc nnrf 
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several years past, indeed, the anim al sales of 
Sevres w are has not exceeded 820,003, so th at 
sound business principles certainly cannot call 
for any further continuance of the subsidy ot 
Í150.U00 a year. 
But the G overnm ent is only giving up the 
Sevres in order to found a still more im jiortant 
national exhibition, nam ely, a national school 
of ceram ic art. The idea of this, indeed, origi­ 
nated w ith a form er director of the Sevres works, 
M. Lauch. 
He reckons th a t for less th an the subsidy it 
has paid to the Sevres the G overnm ent can 
m aintain a school that will give to F rance u n ­ 
challenged pre-em inence over all th e rest of 
th e world in this branch ot fine arts.

cinnamon and clove, (lour to make a stiff 
batter. 
Coffee J ei.lv.—Soak half an ounce of 
gelatine in half a pint of cold water, dis­ 
solve it in half a pint of very strong coffee 
sweetened to the taste. 
Extract of coffee 
can be used to flavor this jelly, and answers 
well. 
G ingerbread..—Two cups of molasses, 
one cup of shortening, three-fourths of a 
cup of water, two full teaspoons of soda, 
one tablespoon of ginger, one small tea­ 
. spoon of cloves. 
Stir together, add flour 
! and knead so as to handle conveniently, 
j Cut in cards aud bake in ijuick oven. 
' 
To Boil Spinach.—Spinach is called by 
i the French people the broom of the storn- 
ach, because it beeps that department of 


the interior in such fine order. 
Spinach 
will cook in ten minutes, and it will cot 
taste like the sodden mass divested of all 
life that is usually served under that 
name. 
The water should be at the boiling 
point, and there should be a little salt in 
it, then put the conscientiously washed 
spinach in i t : it will not lose in bulk, and 
will retain its flavor wonderfully. 


B r o w n G r a v y .— Brownone tabiespoon- 
ful of butterand two tablespoonfuls of flour, 
and pour on slowly one pint of hot water. 
Add two tablespoonfuls of mushrooms, a 
little catchup, one-half tablespoonful of 
good sauce, one tablespoonful of salt ami 
and one tables¡>oonful of pepper. 
Other 
kinds of sauce may be used for flavoring . 
many people prefer a half can of tomatoes 
to the sauce. The butter should be browned 
a deep color, being careful not to burn it; 
beat the flour into the melted butter until 
it is smooth, and then turn the water on 
slowly. 
The salt and pepper should be 
put in just before serving. 
O ld -fa sh io n ed Joh n n y C ake.—T w o 
cupfuls of buttermilk (or sour milk, if 
“ solid,-’ beaten briskly with an egg beater', 
one cupful of sifted flour, two cupfuls of 
sifted Indian meal, a small teaspoonful of 
salt, a rounded teaspoonful of soda (dis­ 
solved in a t#blespoonfu5 of warm water), a 
tablespoonful of brown sugar (or two if 
liked sweeter), a well beaten ege aud three 
tablespoonfuls of melted butter or nice 
sweet lard. 
Put the milk, sugar and salt 
into a bowl, add soda, next flour and m eal; 
after mixing, add first the butter, then the 
egsi, pour into the square baking pans and 
bake in a quick oven for half an hour. 
The old-fashioned way of baking it was to 
put into a bake-kettle or long-legged 
spider; set this upon live coals raked out 
upon the hearth, and pile the coals also 
upon the heavy iron cover which was part 
of the utensil. 
This way of baking can be 
imitated by baking in a covered iron 
spider in the oven until nearly done, then 
removing the cover and browing nicely.

THE THREAT OF EtfGLAHS. 
It is said by the reporters of the Asso­ 
ciated Press that Salisbury has declared 
for England that she will not concede 
Behring sea as a mare clausum, and that 
she will make a naval demonstration in 
that direction presently. 
Let us hope 
that the story is error. However rooted 
we may be in the conviction that we main­ 
tain but our rights m Behring sea, we 
should indulge the hope that statesman­ 
ship will in this case exert its highest 
office, which is to prevent, not encourage 
•war. 
At its best war is a fearful thing, and 
between people of a common tongue and 
such interwoven interests as those of 
America and Great Britain, there is more 
to deplore about it than in any other 
case, except that of domestic war. Eng­ 
land will, we. believe, if held firmly to 
the point, concede that the sealing in­ 
terests should not he utterly destroyed, as 
they will be if the Behring sea is thrown 
open to the world. England has nothing 
to gain in the long run by such a course 
as will break down the protection the 
fisheries now have from the United States. 
It is probable that to avoid war the United 
States would make some concessions in the 
matter of licensing limited fishing, but 
that our Government would yield up its 
right of property in that it purchased, and 
that for 125 years has been recognized as a 
right, exclusive in either the Govern­ 
ment of Russia or of the United States, is 
unthinkable. 
If statesmanship through diplomacy 
cannot bring about a peaceful settlement 
of the Behring Sea issue, then the jieople 
of the United Stateo will consent to the 
arbitrament of arms. If it comes to that 
it will be a sadly destructive war. Both 
nations are prepared to inflict upon each 
other incalculable injury. For a time: 
we may, by reason of martial enthusiasm 
take delight in such a conflict, but 
that we will not suffer greatly because 
of It, cannot be denied. Yet if we are 
driven to arms to maintain our policy, 
we have reason to anticipate on the part 
of the American sailor a brilliant defense 
of the Nation’s flag. It must he humil­ 
iated under no circumstances; if all ap- 
]>eals to peaceful means fail the colors of 
the United States must not he lowered In 
submission to the dictation of the English 
Cabinet. 
We believe, however, that sober counsels 
will prevail, and that Lord Salisbury will 
not resort to the naval threat he promises 
—in fact, it is reasonable to receive his 
manifesto as insincere. But if he is cor­ 
rectly reported, and there is manifest by 
liis act the sincerity of his expression, he 
will find that the American people are not 
to be easily or unconcernedly snubbed; if 
driven to battle they certainly will he 
found upon the defensive in a surprisingly 
vigorous way The assault must come 
from the other side, and when it does, and 
the sword is substituted for the pen, there 
will be such a contest as will disabuse the 
European mind of the idea that the 
American jieople are not prepared to fight 
upon the high seas, or to meet a powerful 
ioe anywhere. 
THE STORY* FROM NICE. 
The rejiort comes from Nice that the 
sanitariums at and near that famous re. 
sort are threatened from a new cause. It 
appears that pulmonary complaints have 
become so general there, and affect so large 
a portion of the native population, that 
great alarm exists among the people. The 
sanitariums have been so much resorted to 
hv consumptives, that the disease has at­ 
tacked the jieople of the place, and they 
hid fair to become a jtopulation of con­ 
sumption breeders. 
This is not at all surprising in the light 
of the most recent demonstrations of sci­ 
ence. It has been shown conclusively that 
consumjition is communicable, not so much 
through contact with the alllicted, as 
through the atmosjihere in which their 
sputum is ejected. The expectorations of 
the consumptive, when dried, enter the air 
as impalpable jiowder, which in turn is 
breathed by the people, and thus the dis­ 
ease is commuuicated from one to another. 
This has led to the raj>id spread of con­ 
sumption in every sanitarium visited much 
by those afflicted with the destroyer. So 
well known is this fact, that physicians in 
this State have not hesitated to declare 
that the influx into the southern part of 
California of those with diseased lungs 
will prove a curse instead of a blessing to 
that section. It is positively known that 
there is infinite dancer to the healthy 
from the expectoration of all afflicted with 
any ailment in which diseased particles 
are cast off. For this very reason the pru­ 
dent everywhere should exercise the 
greatest cautiou to prevent the dejiosition 
of such waste matter in jdaces where it is 
liable to dry and be resolved into floating 
particles. 
' 
In all hotels, halls, and places of public j 
resort, cuspidors should contain a solution I 


that is deadly to these germs; and the 
same may be said of all such receptacles 
used in private houses. It is the simplest 
thing in the world to keep a small quantity 
of solution in all vessels used for such pur­ 
poses. It is not only an offense to de­ 
cency to expectorate upon floors and walks> 
but it ought to be a crime, as it is in some 
parts. An intelligent resident of India re­ 
cently wrote of the Americans as he ob­ 
served them during six months’ residence 
in San Francisco and some other cities. 
H e declared in his hook that our towns are 
huge spittoons, and mbst offensive and dan­ 
gerous ones. Some of the San Francisco 
press took him severely to task for the ex­ 
pression, but there was a measure of im­ 
portant truth in his charge that demands 
our careful consideration. 
A German 
Board of Physicians that recently advised 
that consumptives in certain last stages of 
the disease should he isolated and kept 
from the presence of the well, was cer­ 
tainly theoretically wise in its judgment. 
I t is officially reported from Paris that 
the Bompard woman, the confederate of 
murderer Eyraud, has been proved to he a 
remarkably sensitive hypnotic subject. 
The operators have demonstrated that 
when she is hypnotized, and which condi­ 
tion is induced in her with greatest ease, 
she obeys even the thought of the oper­ 
ator, though he may be in a distant room 
anti separated from her W streets and 
walls. This tends to bear out the story of 
the woman, that in the assistance she gave 
Eyraud, she was not a free will agent. It 
also partly answers the question recently 
projiounded by a body of French Judges, 
“is the influence capable of being so ex­ 
erted as to render it wise for the law to 
consider it as a factor in determining what 
is competent testimony ?” Of course a 
single case is not enough upon which to 
found a new principle in the law of evi­ 
dence. But Dr. W illiam A. Hammond, in 
our own country, recently by direction 
through thought, made a subject he had 
hypnotized seek out a person thought of, 
and endeavor to stab him, the subject hav­ 
ing been provided with a paper dagger, 
and the assaulted party being warned of 
the intended seizure. Yet in that case the 
subject sprang upon the “victim” with 
such fury, and clung to him so desperately 
that others had to interfere to disengage 
the grasp. 
On being restored to a normal 
condition the subject had no memory 
whatever of the occurrence, and plainly 
showed that his memory was vacant con­ 
cerning the thought of the doctor, and the 
fury manifest but a few moments before 
toward a person with whom the subject 
had not even a passing acquaintance, and 
no reason whatever for ill-will. Eyraud 
will he convicted and dispatched inside of 
the next thirty days; of that we may rest 
assured, since the French system is as 
swift as it is certain. But that the Bom- 
jiard woman will he punished severely is 
not to he thought of; her story of will- 
domination over her by Eyraud will, after 
the recent experiments, serve to save her 
head. 
T a k en in connection with the financial 
demand by Rijssia uj»on Turkey, and the 
close friendly relations existing between 
Russia and Frjtnce, the story that the lat­ 
ter has orderel the sudden mobilization of 
her navy, and is straining every muscle to 
put herself in readiness for a possible 
Eurojiean conflict, has reason to fortify it. 
That France Las grounds for discontent 
with regard toithe English-German agree­ 
ment concern íhg the protectorates to he 
extended over pertain jx>rtions of Africa, is 
unquestioned. At the same time Bismarck 
is right when he predicts that France and 
Germany will not come to blows. All the 
rules of international etiquette demand, 
however, that England should have noti­ 
fied I ranee of her proposed agreement with 
Germany; but the charge is made by a 
French Cabinet officer that this was not 
done, and thijt if England does not yet 
send the notic-K- the failure to do so must 
be taken as an*ct of offense. Russia will 
unquestionably do its utmost to cultivate 
the alarm of France over the English- 
German alliance, and make the discontent 
second the demand upon the Porte for 
greater religious liberty in the Turkish 
States, and the jiayment of the war in­ 
demnity so long due. All in all, the out­ 
look in Europe is ominous, and unless the 
stories now told are wholly untrue, the 
chances-of war are greater than of contin­ 
ued jteaee. A factor in the matter is the 
difficulty between France and England 
concerning the lobster fisheries of New­ 
foundland. In that matter France occu­ 
pies the jiosition of error, as an elaborate 
statement of the case in theRECORir-l’xiox 
of Friday last made clear. 
But the 
French do not manifest a disposition to 
confess the error and gracefully yield to 
the Newtoundlaud demand, as they should 
do, and this fact serves to aggravate the 
irritation between the two nations. 
T he dispatches announce that Russia 
has made demauds ujxrn Turkey of a 
financial character, with which the Porte, 
however willing, cannot comjily. That in 
case the Turk fails to meet the demands 
the Russians will make military demon­ 
strations in the direction of the Balkans, 
and that in this projiosed movement 
Russia will have nothing to fear from 
England or Germany. Both these stories 
are probable. 
They comport with the 
policy of Russia, and they come at a time 
when the Eurojiean powers will he less 
disposed than at any other to interfere 
w'^h the schemes of the Czar, though 
English interests in Turkey would seem to 
involve interference. We need not be 
surprised to hear of military demonstra­ 
tions in the far East at an early date that 
will advance the Russian line and shear 
the Porte of more of its territory in Eu­ 
rope.

Orangevale—J. W. Anderson. Heading I 
has commenced. The cool weather is good 1 
for the wheat, also for young vines and 
trees.

Lodi Ezra Fiske. The cool weather and 
damp west winds of the past few days have 
been very beneficial to late-sown grain.

THE DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION. 
It M ay Yet B e H eld In the City of Sac­ 
ram ento. 
There is a prospect that San Jose may 
not get the Democratic State Convention, 
after all. It is said that the citizens of that 
city have not been successful in raising the 
necessary $3,000 to cover the legitimate ex­ 
penses of the meeting. 
According to the San Jose limes, Mayor 
Rucker and James T. Murphy were in­ 
trusted with the duty of raising the Deed- 
fnl money by subscription. They went 
the rounds, and afier meeting with rebuffs 
in all but abont a dozen establishments, 
they succeeded in raising about $1,000. 
They have the alternative of paying the 
balance of $2,000 themselves or of address­ 
ing a letter to the State Central Committee, 
confessing their inability to raise any 
money. They both declared-that they will 
not go about the city again and meet with 
point blank refusals, aud that if the people 
of the Garden City do not want the repre­ 
sentatives of the Democracy in their city 
all they have to do is to hold aloof. 
‘ 
At the headquarters of the State Central 
Committee, at the State Club and at the 
County Committee headquarters, the in­ 
tentions of the San Jose people are not 
known, though the belief is general that 
if San Jose will not find the expenses Sac­ 
ramento will, and that the Convention 
consequently should go there. The pro­ 
gress of the San Jose subscription list is 
being watched with considerable interest 
by the politicians, and the State Committee 
will very likely take action at its next 
meeting in case the list is not fall by that 
time. 
Samuel M. Shortridge, who is familiar 
with the situation, says that, though he 
does not train in the Democratic camp, the 
situation in San Jose can hardlv be as bad 
as portrayed by the Times. He believes 
that there is enough public spirit among 
the Santa Clara Democrats not to s’umble 
over a trifle of $3,000, and adds that if that 
sum was wanted for a Republican Conven­ 
tion it could be had in an hour.

EL BIO BEY FINALLY BETIBED FROM 
THE BACE-COUBSE. 


W liat a n A u stralian P a p e r Says of H ag- 
g ln ’s Im p o rte d Stallions, Sir M o- 
d red an d D arebln. 


There can no longer be any donbt that 
Theodore W inters’ great colt, El Kio Rey, 
has run his last race. The severe attack of 
iung fever that came near ending his days 
left him with an impaired constitution, 
and it has been determined to retire him 
from the turf. A correspondent of the 
Breeder and Sportsman, writing from Galla­ 
tin, Tenn., under date of the 10th, says: 
“My worst fears of El Rio Rey’s condi­ 
tion have at last become true, and my pre­ 
diction that he would never win another 
race has been realized. Upon taking the 
horse to 8 t. Louis, Mr. W inters had a vet­ 
erinary surgeon examine him thoroughly, 
and after a close exam ination it was 
deemed best to at once retire him from 
racing and send him to the stud. It is 
evident from this fact that the Westchester 
illness was the commencement of the 
trouble. W hile the colt showed a splendid 
m ile at Nashville, he could not go further 
than that distance, for on a good day and 
track there his best m ile and a quarter was 
2:16}. 
‘ 
“H e will at once be sent to Mr. W inters’ 
breeding farm. His fate is just such as 
Sensation’s, Trem ont’s and French Park’s, 
all of whom were unbeaten in their two- 
year-old form, but were never trained 
thereafter. As these raced in different 
years, it will never be positively known 
which was the best, and almost everybody 
has different opinions as to their perform­ 
ances, entitling either one of the four to 
rank as king of two-year-olds. As these 
four colts met all comers and never were 
defeated, we must naturally class them su­ 
perior to those that were good, but still had 
been beaten. 
“If the great colt Russell continues to 
Bhow his heels to his rivals in the East he 
will probably be the first two-year-old to 
win as much as $100,000. Besides his al­ 
ready large stake victorita he is yet engaged 
in seventeen of the richest stakes for his 
age, among which are the Carteret handi­ 
cap at Monmouth Park with $5,000 added, 
Junior Champion, worth $25,000, Select 
stakes and the rich Double Event, and 
Futurity stakes. In all these races he will 
meet Rev del Rey, and I look for the 
W inters colt to as easily defeat Russell as 
the latter can a selling plater. Rey del 
Rey’s stake engagements will be worth 
something over $100,000, and he may be 
the first one to cross the line. If he fills 
all his engagements he will, do doubt, 
come as near securing the $100,000 m ark as 
will the Morris colt.’ 
h a g o in ’s Au s t r a l ia n s ir e s. 
Speaking of the success of Mr. Haggin's 
imported Australian stallions, Darebin and 
Sir Modred, the Melbourne Australasian 
says: 
“ When Sir Modred and Darebin were 
taken to the land of the stars and stripes 
their expatriation was regarded as a na­ 
tional calamity. Their deeds amongst the 
race-courses of Australia had made them 
famous amongst raciüg men, and the in­ 
telligence of their brilliant deeds had ex­ 
tended to America, amongst whose breeders 
there are millionaires who never hesitate 
at prices when they fancy anything. One 
of these is J. B. Haggin, who possesses a 
breeding stud of vast magnitude, and he 
had heard of the power and substance of 
the horses bred in New Zealand and Aus­ 
tralia, as well as their great deeds upon the 
track. Anxious to introduce to his breed­ 
ing establishment something possessing 
different lines of blood to the sire he had 
already there, he commissioned his agent 
to purchase a horse of some character, and 
his choice fell upon the New Zealander, 
Sir Modred. A happier selection could not 
have been made, for this horse possesses 
all the attributes essential to success in a 
stud horse. W ith great power, splendid 
quality, first-class record and a pedigree 
that cannot be surpassed, he is just the 
horse to become famous at the stud, and if 
we had been asked to select a horse to rep­ 
resent Australasia in the studs of England 
or America, we could not have chosen a 
better champion. 
“That Mr. Haggin was well satisfied with 
the horse was quickly proved, for in the 
following year he again dispatched his rep­ 
resentative to purchase another horse of 
equal merit, and would have bought Com­ 
motion bad Mr. Pierson been disposed to 
sell, but the Kilm any Park Stud master 
would not part with the grand old son of 
Panic, and _ Darebin, a magnificent repre­ 
sentative of the Melbourne line, was chosen 
to be the companion of Sir Modred. Again 
there were lamentations at the departure 
of so great a horse, just the animal we re­ 
quired to transm it his great size and sub­ 
stance to our race horses. Our studm as-' 
ters were chided for their lack of spirit, but 
while we still deplore the exportation of 
two such horses as Sir Modred and Dare­ 
bin, our sorrow is mingled with joy, be­ 
cause these two horses have made such an 
impression upon our American cousins 
that they are again turning their eves this 
way for further additions to their studs, 
aud it is quite possible that we shall have 
eriodical visits from Americans with well- 
ined pockets for the purchase of our 
stock.”

In her 
genuine contests with Rhode Island, Amer­ 
ican Girl, George Wilkes. Occident, George 
Palm er and many other trotting celebrities 
she not only evinced the steadiness of 
nerves and the strength of her courage, 
but the remarkable intelligence of her 
brain. Inbreeding never injured her per­ 
formance nor disgraced her behavior under 
the severest ordeals. 
DAN m'caHTY's TROTTERS. 
There was quite a gathering of turfmen 
ana owners of fast trotters at Fleetwood 
Park, New York, the other day. and a turf 
journal, in referring to the affair, says: 
•‘Loquacious and vivacious * W hite Hat ’ 
McCarty was on band, having driven over 
from Brooklyn with a team composed of a 
son of Electioneer and a son of Alcyone. 
In the course of the day he drove a bay 
gelding called Milton to tbe half-pole in 
1:09}. He is an eight-year-old son ofGeri- 
aud, dam by John Morgan. He also sent 
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a very promising four-year-old bay gelding 
Richards’ Elector, dam by Gen. McClellan, 
to the halt in 1:14}, and to the wire in 
2:34}. The colt was broken by Farrell, 
McCarty’s right-hand man, as late as last 
April, and he is very proud of him . 
AH ORDERLY BREEDING FARM. 
One of the noticeable features at Palo 
Alto, remarks the Breeder and Sportsman, is 
the quietness with which everything is 
conducted.

The wordy war was finally finished 
by a wager beiDg made that the peerless 
queen would show a mile some time during 
the year in 2:06. This may seem rather a 
low m ark to set for the great mare, yet still 
there are scores who expect to see her per­ 
form the marvelous feat.

There is some talk of a match between 
Palo Alto and Jack. 
John W illiams, one of the oldest trotting 
drivers in the State, is educating some of 
the Rancho Del Paso horses.

Mohawk Chief was seen not long since at 
Palo Alto pulling a harrow on the Kinder­ 
garten track. He is as handsome a horse 
as ever, and took to his work kindly. 
Count Valen8in’s 8emicolon won the 2:29 
race at Mystic Park, Boston, on the 18th, 
his best time being 2:22. 
On the opening day at Fleetwood Park 
the attem pt to beat the team record of 
2:15} by Putnam ’s mares, A ubineand Lady 
W ellington, failed, tbeir time being 2:16}. 
Victor (2:22), the “hayseed” trotter, who 
has stood during the season at Napa, has 
been taken to Indian Valley, where his 
owner, Mr. Doherty, will prepare him for 
another campaign. 
Race goers always 
look for a sensation whenever he appears. 
W illiam Hendrickson, of Patchen fame, 
is seriously thinking of taking a stable of 
trotters to Tacoma, and possibly interview­ 
ing some of the M ontana tracks with his 
trotters, prominent among which is a son 
of Nutwood, who shows great promise; 
James Linden will drive. 
At the late Haggin sale in New York 
Pierre Lorillard could not let K atrine’s colt 
pass him . The m are’s trial with Pontiac 
before he won the Suburban was enough to 
convince him about her—she could give 
him weight and beat him shoes to plates. 
Mr. Lorillard paid $6,000 for the Darebin 
colt.Colonel H. I. Thornton’s two-year-old 
colt Austrian by Darebin out of Bavaria, 
injured himself in his box stall at Agricult­ 
ural Park in this city a few days ago, and 
it is said he will never be able to race. 
E. M. Kies, of Cambria, Hillsdale county, 
Mich , has sold to Dr. W . S. H ull of Grand 
Rapids, Mich., for $2,000, the yearling filly 
by St. Bel, 2:24}, by Electioneer; dam Belle 
K. by Masterlode. Mr. Kies paid $1,200 
for Belle K. as a yearling, and as this was 
her first foal it was quite a profitable in­ 
vestment. 
Look out for some winners among the 
California horses at the Chicago races this 
week. Sm ith, Tom W illiams. Shippee, 
Hearst and W inters all have horses en­ 
tered for the events of the week. 
THE FLY-FOOLEB. 
A N ovel an d U seful Inv en tion by a 
S acram entan. 
An invention for freeing a room of llies 
is the latest novelty from the Patent Office, 
the papers Deing issued to E. E. Masters, of 
this city. It is a wire window screen, to 
all appearances sim ilar to any other, but 
built with an opening, the edges of the 
wire overlapping, as shown in the cross­ 
section of the accompanying cut. The in- 
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vention was the result of a close observa­ 
tion of the habits of the house fly and the 
discovery that the fly, when on a wall or 
screen, always walks upward. If it de­ 
sires to pursue a downward course it takes 
wing. 
As flies take naturally to the windows, 
the claim is made, and it seems a plausible 
one, that in a room furnished with these 
screens, the fly alighting on the wire pro­ 
ceeds upward and out into the open air. 
On account of his habit of onward and up­ 
ward, there is no danger of re-entering at 
the opening intended only for exit. 
When evening comes and lamps are 
lighted, a movable flap is adjusted for 
dropping to exclude mosquitoes. W hat may 
make this invention of value to the in­ 
ventor will come from tbe fact that, if it is 
all that is claimed, it is something that will 
be needed and appreciated by every one, 
and which can be furnished at a cost of 
only a trifle more than the ordinary kind.

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EDISON. 
'What ■ Correspondent Says of the Wiz­ 
ard and His Plans. 
Again is public attention drawn sharply 
to Thomas A. Edison through the suit for 
$500,000, which W alter K. Freeman, late 
of Racine, Wis., has brought againt him. 
Freem an claims to be the original inventor 
of the incandescent lamp, and that Edison 
stole it from him. But the dispatches 
have told you the story. I went down to 
Llewellyn Park, where the great inventor 
works and lives, to tell him about it the 
other day, and received his sweeping de­ 
nial. 
Llewellyn Park is a half an hour’s 
ride from New York, and there is not a 
livelier place in New Jersey. It is a part 
of West Orange, and you know the Oranges 
are famous for their picturesque scenery, 
beautiful homes and domestic scandals. 
Edison has enormous laboratories. The 
main one is three stories high, 150 feet 
long and 50 feet wide. Then there are 
four smaller ones of one story 100 feet long 
and 50 feet wide. It is not easy to seethe 
Wizard. 
He is much engrossed in his 
work, and no end of people try to see him 
whom he hasn’t time to see. 
But he was 
willing to talk about Freeman’s claims 
and evidently about other things. 
Edison’s smooth, boyish face is begin­ 
ning to have lines in it, but wheu he 
laughs lie looks like a youth. His shock 
of straight, unruly hair is fast growing 
gray, and his waistcoats are larger than 
they used to be. He always wears a Prince 
Albert coat. 
“I am working pretty hard,” said he, 
“ upon the talking doll. The first ones 
were not a success. They spoke only 
twenty-two words and not very distinctly. 
The new doll will be far better. It will 
speak 150 words so plainly that you 
would not know but that a child was talk­ 
ing. Then, too, it will sing, laugh and 
cry.” 
Edison is a most extraordinary worker, 
lie toid me that ten years ago he did not 
have §1,000 to his name. 
Now he is said 
to be worth §5,000,000 at a conservative 
estimate. Yet he works as hard as ever. 
“I find I feel best with about four hours’ 
sleep,” he said. “When I am engaged in 
some problem I work c ntinuously. Some­ 
times I don’t leave the laboratory for two 
weeks at a time. 
Whenever I feel tired 
I lie down for an hour. 
I can go to sleep 
at any time or place. Often I just lean 
up against the wall and take a nap of half 
an hour. Nothing so rests me as noise. 
W hen I heard that they were going to 
build a boiler factory over there it made 
me happy. 
I often go over there for a 
rest and a snooze.” 
Imagine a man going to sleep in a boiler 
factory! 
Edison selects men to work with him 
who are capable of great strains like him ­ 
self. 
But none can equal him. He is re­ 
lentless during this working stage. 
He 
has no mercy for his men. 
At Menlo 
Park he used to kill them by the dozens, 
so his present employes say. 
But then he 
pays them like princes and sometimes they 
have nothing to do for weeks. 
The reporter asked Mr. Edison if it was 
true that he had invented a machine by 
the aid of which a man in New York 
would be able to see everything that his 
wife was doing in Paris. 
_ “I don’t know,” said Mr. Edison laugh­ 
ing, “that would be a real benefit to hu­ 
manity. The women certainly would pro­ 
test. 
But, speaking seriously, I am at 
work on an invention which will allow a 
man in Wall street not only to telephone 
to a friend in the Central Park, but to see 
that friend while talking telephonically 
with him. This invention would be use­ 
ful and practical, and I see no reason why 
it should not soon become a reality. 
I 
have already obtained satisfactory results 
in reproducing images at a distance. 
It 
would be ridiculous to dream of seeing 
any one between New York and Paris. 
The round form of the earth, if there were 
no other difficulty in the way, would make 
the thing impossible.” 
Speaking of the phonograph, the re­ 
porter asked if it had reached its highest 
degree of perfection. 
“Almost, I think,” said Mr. Edison, “in 
the last instruments turned out of my 
workshops. 
You must know that the 
ordinary phonograph employed in com­ 
merce does not begin to compare with the 
latest machines that I use in my private 
experiments. W ith the latter I can ob­ 
tain a sound powerful enough to reproduce 
phrases of a speech that can be heard 
perfectly by a large audience. My last 
ameliorations 
were with 
the aspirate 
sounds, which are the weak points of the 
graphophone. 
For seven months I worked 
from 18 to 20 hours a day upon the single 
sound ‘specia.’ 
I would say to the instru­ 
ment ‘specia,’ and it would always say 
‘pecia,’ and I couldn’t make it say any­ 
thing else. 
It was enough to make me 
crazy. But I stuck to it until I succeeded, 
and now you can read 1,000 words of a 
newspaper at the rate of 150 words a 
minute, and the instrument will repeat 
them to you without an omission. You 
can imagine the difficulty of the task that 
1 accomplished when I tell you that the 
impressions made upon the cylinder are 
not more than one-millionth part of an 
inch in depth, and are completely invisi­ 
ble even with the aid of a microscope.” 
“And what new discoveries will be made 
in electricity?” 
“Ah, that would be difficult to say. 
We 
may some day come upon one of the great 
secrets of nature. 
I am always on the 
lookout for something which will help me 
to solve the problem of navigating the air. 
I have worked hard upon this subject, but 
I am very much discouraged. 
We may 
find something new belorc that comes, but 
that will come.” 
Mr. Edison further stated that the great 
development of electricity will come when 
we find a more economical method of pro­ 
ducing it. 
During his trip across the 
ocean last year he remained for hours on 
deck looking at the waves, and he said it 
made him wild when he saw so much force 
going to waste. 
“But one of these days,” 
he continued, “we will chain all that— 
the Falls of Niagara as well as the winds 
— and that will be the millennium of elec­ 
tricity.”

Obesity, or corpulence, is inconsistent 
with perfect health. 
A decided tendency 
to superfluous fat conflicts with the tend­ 
ency to muscle, and weak muscles mean a 
weak heart—for the heart is merely a 
hollow muscle—and weak organs generally. 
Every athlete gets rid of superfluous fat 
before meeting 
his antagonist. 
Every 
corpulent woman complains of being easilv 
exhausted. 
Sometimes obesity is a serious disease in 
iteelf, bringing the body to a monstrous 
size. Some jteople inherit a fat-forming 
tendency, as others inherit a tendency to 
excessive leannets. 
Both conditions are 
to a certain extent, independent of the food 
eaten, but in much the greater number of 
cases the cause of obesity may be traced to 
the person’s habits. 
The body needs fat no less than muscle 
and nerve. 
Fat serves as a protection 
against a too sudden lowering of bodily 
teaqierature. 
It contributes to roundness 
and beauty of form. 
It enters largely into 
the eonqiosition ol' various parts. 
It is a 
slore-iiouse of nourishment wheu the nor­ 
mal supply is cut off by destitution or dis­ 
ease; the system does not draw upon the 
muscular and other tissues until the fat is 
exhausted. 
1 fence nature has made ample 
provision for its normal production. 
The cells can elaborate fat Irom any 
kind of food, but far more readily from 
some kinds than from others. 
It should 
lie understood that in the kind of food, 
rather than in tue quantity, is the cause 
of the formation of excessive fat to be 
sought, 
and lho>e 
who nave a nat­ 
ural tendency to become corpulent can 
counteract it best by regular and vigorous 
exercise. 
Those who are becoming alarmed by 
their growing obesity should seek the best 
medical advice, and follow rigidly the 
necessary rules as to food and exercise in 
the open air; but it is very important 
that the reduction of the superfluous fat 
should he 
gradual. 
§ad results may 
otherwise follow. The muscular tissues 
may themselves be wasted. 
As the fat 
diminishes, there will lie a relaxation of 
the rules of diet; but unless they are still 
followed to some extent there will be a re­ 
currence of the trouble.

SLOW WORK. 


The Corinth Canal Begun by Nero to be 
Finished in 1892. 
One of the interesting canal enterprises 
now on foot is that which is to connect the 
Corinthian and Saronic gulfs of Greece. 
The canal across the Isthmus of Corinth, 
which is to render unnecessary the voyage 
around the Peloponnesus, will be four 
miles long—about the length of the Hoo- 
sac tunnel—but it will beat even that fa­ 
mous work in the lapse of time between 
its inception and completion. It was sug­ 
gested by Periander, one of the seven wise 
men of Greece, nearly six hundred years 
before Christ, again by Demetrius Pelio- 
cretes in 300 B. C., and once more by J u ­ 
lius Casar in 50 B. C. 
It was actually be­ 
gun by Nero, who employed, among other 
laliorers, 0,000 Jews whom Vespasian had 
taken prisoners, and it is to be finished by 
General Tuerr, a Polish engineer, who was 
in the Italian service with Garibaldi, and 
who hopes to have it ready for use by 
1892. He has carried on the work from 
the point at which Nero left off’, following 
the latter’s lines and making useof a double 
row, of thirty-two pits, some of them 130 
feet deep, which had remained unchanged 
for 1800 years, except that they had be­ 
come filled with debris. The excavation 
now reaches from sea to sea, and is in some 
places 225 feet deep. The canal is to be 
over 75 feet wide at the top and 200 feet 
in depth at the point where the isthmus is 
highest.
